Humphrey 
Gets Role 
of Favorite

Hubert Humphrey's bid to re- 


turn to the Senate, Maryland 
Sen. Joseph Tydings' fight to 
stay there, and races for top po- 
litical posts in Massachusetts 
highlight primary elections in 
six states today. 


Humphrey, former vice presi- 


dent who lost the 1968 presiden- 
tial election, carried the role of 
heavy favorite in his campaign 
to win the Democratic nomina- 
tion for a Senate seat in Minne- 
sota. 


Another 
top 
Democratic 


name, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts, was unop- 
posed for renomination but po- 
litical observers will keep an 
eye on the size of the vote Ken- 
nedy gamers. 


Generally, incumbents run- 


ning for Senate seats and gover- 
norships are expected to make 
it to the Nov. 3 general election. 


Tydings, a Democrat who was 


accused in a recent Life maga- 
zine article of misusing his in- 
fluence in an overseas loan 
transaction, is battling a peren- 
nial candidate, George P. Maho- 
ney. Because of the article, the 
race may be closer than expect- 
ed, although Tydings is favored 
to win. 


But several factors are work- 


ing against the senator, includ- 
ing a heavy campaign against 
him by the gun lobby because of 
his stand on gun legislation and 
his sponsorship of a crime bill 
for the District of Columbia that 
liberal Democrats opposed. 


Rep. J. Glenn Beall Jr., 43, 


son of the man Tydings unseat- 
ed in 1964, is favored to win the 
GOP nomination over two oppo- 
nents. 


In Massachusetts, Boston 


Mayor Kevin H. White, 44, and 
state Senate President Maurice 
A. Donahue, 59, were in a four- 
way Democratic race to face in- 
cumbent GOP Gov. Francis W 
Sargent, unopposed in the pri 
mary.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Lee 


Ward of Jonesboro, a lawyer 
and unsuccessful candidate for 
governor in 1958, has been in- 
dicted by the U.S. Grand Jury 
for the Eastern District of Ar- 
kansas for allegedly concealing 
assets in a bankruptcy case. 


The 
indictment, 
returned 


Thursday in Little Rock and 
made public Monday, said that 
Ward "knowingly and fradu- 
lently" concealed from bank- 
ruptcy officials $1,400 belonging 
to the estate of Mrs. Nina 
Pauline Black of Jonesboro, 
who the indictment said was 
represented by Ward in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 


Mrs. Black filed a voluntary 


petition in bankruptcy Feb. 25, 
1969, in U.S. District Court at 
Jonesboro, according to the in- 
dictment. 


The indictment said Mrs. 


Black had "substantial proper- 
ty" including $1,400 in cash that 
was in the possession of Ward. 


The indictment said that from 


the time of the adjudication of 
Mrs. Black as a bankrupt and 
until the date of the indictment, 
"only a part of the assets have 
been made available to the of- 
ficers of the court ... and to

The Juvenile Court and its 


work was discussed Monday at 
the Town It Country at the Lions 
Club luncheon hour by Larry

Mr. Patterson discussed two 


broad groups of cases. The first 
included children who were 
undernourished or victims of 
abuse from parents, or children 
who by their own actions were 
suspected of having mental 
problems. These cases are 
usually brought to the attention 
of the court by neighbors or 
anyone having contact with the 
people or having knowledge of 
unusual circumstances. 


The second broad group

SCA Misused 
$112,350, 
HEW Reports 


CONWAY. Ark. (AP) - The 


Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare today released 
an audit that indicated $112,350 
in federal funds had been mis- 
used by officials at State Col- 
lege of Arkansas here. 


The audit also questioned the 


use of another $78,393 in sal- 
aries and $5,232 in indistrct pro- 
gram costs. 


The report 
also contained 


many specific recommendations 
for controlling the expenditure 
of federal money. 


The federal audit followed a 


state legislative Auditing Com- 
mittee audit that called the col- 
lege's 
bookkeeping system 


"sloppy." Legislators refused to 
accept an SCA audit in July un- 
til the college began using stan- 
dard bookkeeping procedures. 


"Grants 
from 
the 
United 


States government are not in- 
corporated in the general ledg- 
er and auditing in connection 
with such grants must be done 
through source documents and 
other related correspondence," 
state auditors said. The state 
auditors noted that there was 
no posting of the general ledger 
from July 1, 1969, to Jan. 1, 
1970. 


The HEW auditors said they 


"found the legislative audit's 
description of the deficiencies 
in the accounting system ac- 
curate." The federal auditors 
also expressed alarm at the 
slack method of expending fed- 
eral funds. 


The HEW auditors said the 


$112,350 was spent without prop- 
er authorization according to 
HEW guidelines and that the 
$78,393 in salaries was of ques- 
tionable authorization. 


The audit showed that federal 


grants made up a large part of 
SCA's $2,464,090 budget from 
1968 to Aug. 1, 1970. 


During the period, the gov- 


ernment allocated $838,672 for 
training programs such as the 
Teacher 
Corps 
and 
for re- 


search. The audit covered from 
Nov. 1, 1966, to Aug. 31, 1969. 


"Considering the average ex- 


penditure of HEW funds during 
the years audited, $300,000 per 
year, we believe the need for an 
adequate accounting system to 
insure the proper administra- 
tion of these funds is self evi- 
dence," HEW officials said. 


The federal audit listed more 


than 30 specific expenditures 
the report said were unau- 
thorized under HEW guidelines.

Patterson

Caused by Various Germs

Q—What is the cause and 


what are the symptoms of 
acute cystitis? What treat- 
ment do you advise? 


A—Inflammation of the 


bladder may be caused by 
various germs. They may 
reach the bladder from the 
outside (ascending infection) 
or through the bloodstream. 
In the acute stage, there 
may be fever and nausea. 
Local symptoms include a 
f r e q u e n t desire to urinate 
and a burning pain on void- 
ing. A sulfa drug or antibio- 
tic, given at the onset, will 
usually cure it but recur- 
rences are common. 


Q—I have been doctoring 


for a bladder infection for 
several years. My d o c t o r 
says I have an irritable blad- 
der. What does that mean? 


A—Even though the origi- 


nal infection may be cured, 
it takes less distention of 
your bladder to cause an 
urge to urinate than in a 
normal person. 


Q—What does figuration 


of the bladder mean? 


A—This is the treatment 


of a chronically inflamed 
bladder with electric cau- 
tery. 


Q—My daughter has taken 


Macrodantin for over a year 
for a congenital bladder con- 
dition without any apparent 
side effects. Is this a safe 
drug? 


A—This urinary antiseptic 


must be given under careful 
medical supervision because 
prolonged use may cause 
anemia. Periodic blood 
counts should be made or, 
from time to time, a switch 
to a different urinary anti- 
septic. 


Q—What'i new in fighting 


recurrent bladder infections? 
I have taken Gantrisin, peni- 
cillin, NegGram, Mysteclin 
F, ColyMycin, Furadantin 
and Hiprex. 


A—Such urinary antisep- 


tics as methanamine mande- 
late and sulfamethizole (not 
listed above) and Furadan- 
tin are safe for long-term 
use but it always helps to 
know what germ is the pre- 
d o m i n a t i n g cause since 
some antiseptics work better 
against one germ than an- 
other. 


Q—Is there such a thing as 


a paralyzed bladder? What 
causes it? 


A—A paralyzed or neuro- 


genic bladder may be the re- 
sult of multiple sclerosis, 
cerebral hemorrhage or an 
injury to the spinal cord. If 
no obstruction is present, 
such a bladder becomes 
overdistended, then over- 
flows but never empties. The 
chief complication is bladder 
infection. 


Q—Is it possible to suc- 


cessfully transplant a blad- 
der? 


A—No tuch transplant has 


as yet been reported.

Driving Without 
a License 


When Jeffs car knocked down 


a pedestrian he felt no great sense 
of guilt. After all, he had been 
driving properly, well within the 
speed limit. Clearly it was not 
his fault that the man had step- 
ped out suddenly from behind a 
parked car. 


Then Jeff remembered, with a 


Variety 


sinking feeling, that his driver's 
license had expired. Sure enough, 
the pedestrian seized upon this 
point in suing for damages. 


"Anyone without a driver's 


license," he argued at a court 
hearing, "has no business driving 
n car in the first place." 


Nevertheless, the court decided 


Jeff could not be held legally li- 
able. The judge said his lack of 
a license, even though wrongful, 
had no connection at all with the 
accident. 


Generally speaking, the mere 


fact that a motorist has no license 
does not make him automatically 
responsible for accidents. For this 
would be imposing an extra pen- 
alty upon him. in addition to the 
regular penally the law already 
imposes for driving without a 
license. 


furthermore, an unlicensed 


driver is himself entitled to col- 
lect damages, if someone else 
negligently injuries him. Other- 
wise, noted one court, he would 
become a helpless target for any 
other driver on the road. 


On the other hand, there is no 


doubt that the state does have 
a right not only to require a 
license but also to enforce that 
requirement rigorously. 


In one case a citizen became 


incensed at the idea of police 
roadblocks, which were used 
from time to time to check up 
on the licenses of passing motor- 
ists. Finally he went to court for 
an injunction demanding an end 
to this practice. 


"Until a motorist has done 


something wrong," he said, "the 
police have no authority to stop 
him. 
He has a right to use the 


public streets without any inter- 
ference." 


But the court rejected his de- 


mand, saying that the right to 
use the public streets i* subject 
to restrictions necessary for the 
public safety. A roadblock, said 
the court, is a logical and prac- 
tical method for weeding out 
drivers not fit to drive,

Nixon Slates Arabs List 13 Specific

1960s and stress international 
development institutions as a 
means of sending economic help 
abroad. No cost figure was ex- 
pected. 


The aim of the presidential 


message at this time, aides 
said, is to give Congress ideas 
for legislation to be acted on 
next year. 


Nixon already has sent the ex- 


ecutive branch's regular global 
aid request to Congress for this 
fiscal year, and as usual it is in 
deep 
difficulty. 
The 
House 


chopped a half-billion dollars off 
the $2.15 billion program. The 
Senate has yet to act. 


Still other administration aid 


requests may be in the offing. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers has indicated large-scale 
economic help may be sought 
for Israel. Officials also are con- 
sidering further assistance for 
South Vietnam and a program 
for Cambodia. 


The administration has made 


plain, however, that the Nixon 
doctrine of U.S. military pull- 
backs from Asia envisions con- 
tinued sizable American eco- 
nomic help until the Asian lands 
affected can stand on their own. 


And the Peterson report—the 


nffltti source of Nixon's ne-vr rec- 
ommendations—calls for a re- 
versal of the downward trend in 
economic development assist- 
ance that has marked the U.S. 
program in recent years. Such 
aid should be separated from 
military and security assist- 
ance, the report said. 


Nixon has broadly endorsed 


the study issued last March by 
his foreign aid task force under 
former Bank of America Presi- 
dent Rudolph A. Peterson. The 
study emphasized self-help and 
use of private enterprise and in- 
ternational institutions. 


It advocated a sharp paring of

Rebuke Aimed

White House has decried "the 
holding of hostages by any na- 
tion or group" in a rebuke ap- 
parently aimed at Israel as well 
as the Palestinian guerrillas. 


Meanwhile, Monday, the gov- 


ernment rejected the comman- 
dos' claim that they had reason 
to regard their remaining hijack 
prisoners 
as 
Israelis, 
even 


though several may hold citizen- 
ship papers elsewhere. 


The State Department said as 


many as 38 Americans could be 
among the group, thought to 
number around 55, still held by 
the guerrillas in the aftermath 
of four airliner hijackings. 


The plight of the Americans 


obviously was the triggering 
force behind a denunciation that 
was carefully worded—and re- 
vised—by White House press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 


But his statement also was 


viewed as a slap at Israel's de- 
tention of 375 Arabs. Israeli 
forces originally took 450 Arabs 
into custody over the weekend, 
but later freed 75. 


"We deplore and denounce the 


holding of hostages by any na- 
tion or group," Ziegler said. 
"The illegal detention of United 
States citizens in a dispute in- 
volving another nation is partic- 
ularly reprehensible." 


Ziegler also declared, "The 


bearer of a United States pass- 
port carries with him prima-fa- 
cie evidence of United States 
citizenship." 


And he added: "The United 


States rejects any attempt to es- 
tablish distinctions among its 
citizens on any basis whatever." 


In other developments, Presi- 


dent Nixon formally asked Con- 
gress for an extra $28 million 
for the recruiting and training 
of 2,500 security guards to ride 
commercial airplanes. 


At the same time, the Depart- 


ment of Transportation 
was 


shaping a bid for the legislative 
authority to provide such securi- 
ty "on United States flag air 
carriers."
